Accident at tlic 
Street Crossing. 


Ed- 


A distressing and shocking acci 


deiit occurred yesterday afternoon 
.ibont four o'clock, by which Joseph 
Brown, a well known farmer of Aus- 
tin lownehip, was literally ground to 
pieces under the wheels of Wabaeb 
passenger train No. 5, which leaves 
ohia city at 3.40 for St. Louiu, and 
by which one of his horses was in- 
stantly killad. Mr Brown had been 
in the city during the day transact 
ing business, and was going out £d 
ward street towards home, when the 
accident happened. He was seated 
in a a comparatively light spring wa- 
gon, and did not see nor hear the train 
approach, as there is an embankment 
which leads to the railroad! on either 
•jide at this crossing. The main line 
and St. Louis track rat side by side, 
and when Mr. Brown was fairly on 
tho latter, he discovered the passen- 
ger train coming towards him at a 
fast rate. Persona who witnessed the 
nornble scene say the team became 
frightened and for a second could not 
be managed, but it also appears that 
the train was moving so rapidly that 
it struck the wagon almost as soon as 
it was on the track. Anothdr report 
is that the team started to run away 
when within thirty feet of the cross- 
ing, and that all efforts of the driver 
to prevent them from dashing in front 
of the train proved useless. The team 
and wagon were thrown a distance of 
thirty or forty feet and one of the 
horses instantly killed 
The other 


escaped with a slight cut on the leg, 
while the wagon was badly wrecked. 
The unfortunate owner was dashed 
to the track and fearfully mangled 
by the cruel wheels which passed 
over his breast and neck, and expos 
ed to view, his heart, and other vital 
organs. The wheels also passed over 
the region of the hips, almost sever- 
ing the body in twain, while the right 
arm was crushed to a jelly. 
The 


tiain, which was in charge of Con- 
ductor Charlie Conklin, with Wm 
Brown as engineer, was stopped to 
find the result of the accident, and 
then started on its run again. It 
passed entirely over the body before 
the stop could be made. 


Word was immediately sent to 


Coroner Bendure and he was soon 
on the scene gathering up the re- 
mains which were removed to Bnl- 
lard's 
undertaking 
establishment, 


where they were viewed by hundreds 
of people. Nearly every one had 
known the deceased, and there was 
general sorrow among those who 
looked upon the mangled remains. 
Tbe skillfull Mr. Bnllard soon had 
tbe body in a presentable condition, 
and this morning at three o'clock it 
was taken to bis home. 


Joseph Brown, was a hard working 


farmer in good circumstances, living 
in the southeast corner of Austin 
township with his aged parents, 
whose sole support he was. He was 
tbirty-nve years of age. and was a 
tt-mporato man, and straightforward 
in all' of bis business transactions. 
About oi«bt years ngo bis brother, 
wbile out bunting in a sleigh, was ac- 
cidentally shot in tbe broast, and die d 
fX>m tbfi effects of tbe wound a few 
days after 
It will be a hard blow to 


tbe parents of the deceased, whose 
aged beads are now bowed for the 
son they loved so \vell. They are 
moht excellent people aad have the 
sympathy of tbo entire community in 
tbeir terrible afiliction.

rate tbe train was moving at a rapid 
ratR of speed, as nearly all Wabash 
trains do in utter disregard for the 
law.
